New York, J an. 8.— At the close of 


1915 the war has cast more than 


twenty -six billion dollars, ex ceeding 


by live hundred million the total na­ 
tional debts of the six principal be­ 
lligerent powers when 
the conflict 
began. 
With the ex ception of about 
live million raised 
in 
the 
United 
Kingdom by tax ation, practumlly all 
the ex penses of the war have beeu 
met by borrowed money . 
The end 
of 1915 therefore, finds the lighting 
nations saddled with double the debt 
they had accumulated in all the cen­ 
turies preceding the outbreak o f the 
war. 


In the early day s of the war the 
most liberal estimate of its cost, itt 
eluding the destruction of property 
and the economic losses 
caused by 
casualties, was fifty million dollars 
per day . 
The actual ex pense now, 
ex clusive of economic and property 
losses, is eighty -five million per day . 
Of this amount the Quadruple En­ 
tente is pay ing two-tbirds and 
the 
Teutonic Allies 
one-third. 
If 
the 
war continues 
through the 
winter 
the cost will probably rise to a bund 
red million per day . 
The interest 
for war loans which the war lias al­ 
ready imposed on Europe’s 
future 
generation 
is about 
a billion, two 
hundred million 
per 
y ear. 
Every 
week the war lasts fix es na addition­ 
al annual interest burden on the bel­ 
ligerents of twenty -five million. 


Colossal tax ation will have to be 
imposed on the soldiers when 
they 
return home after peace is declared. 
The belligerents will be bowed 
be- 
ncath the burdens of the war debts. 
The Germans for a time this y ear 
believed it might be possile for them 
to evade their cost of the conflict 
by compelling 
the Quadruple 
En­ 
tente }>ower- to pay a full indemnity . 
Dr. Helfferieh, the Geramii Minister 
of Finance, made this statement in 
the Reichstag last August. 
But as 
the y ear’s fighting 
continued 
with 
constantly increasing 
ex penditures, 
the German government changed its 
mind about the possibility of any bc-v 
lligerent being able to escape from 
the 
financial 
net. 
Dr. 
Helfferieh 
therefore, announced 
a fortnight 
ago that although 
Germany might 
collect an indemnity , 
y et 
the 
war 
would impose “ a colos>al burden!’ of 
new tax es on the Germans. 


During the y ear, various British 
statesmen uttered warnings concern­ 
ing the financial outlook. 
And 
the 
possibility 6 f bankruptcy overtaking 
Europe has several times been men­ 
tioned in the House of Lords. 
All 
the belliercnt governments have be-* 
came uneasy about 
the 
monetary 
outlook, but the sy stem 
of running 
the war on borrowed money has pre­ 
vented the people 
themselves 
from 
feeling the financial pinch, ex cept in 
Great Britain. 
The British govern­ 
ment 
now raising about five hun­ 
dred million per y ear for war costs 
by direct tax ation; but no other na­ 
tion has as y et seriously increased 
it-- peace tax es. 
The British 
tax 
large as it is, does no more than 
meet the intere-t on the government's 
war borrowings. 


The war has compelled the rapid 
ex penditure of such 
unprecedented 
sums of money that its 
difficult 
to 
believe the warring governments will 
continue the strain for another y ear 
unless one side or the other sees 
the possibility o f a complete victory . 
No decisive success for any body 
is 
now in sight. 
Even if either group 
o f belligerents 
has 
the 
power 
to 
force the other into bankruptcy , it 
is not probable that power will be 
applied. 
The injury which wou'd Ik* 
done to the mo>t robust of the war­ 
ring nations would not justify 
the 
infliction of a condition of insol­ 
vency upon the enemy . 


France is leading the other na­ 
tions in taking preliminary steps ta 
recover from the financial blight 
of 
the 
war. 
The 
northern 
area 
of 
France now in the enemy ’s 
pos- 
sef-sion i* one of Europe’s most im­ 
portant manufacturing centers. The 
factories will have to be rebuilt and 
new machinery must be 
in.-tallcd, 
after peace is declared. 
A 
French 
commission 
is 
now in 
the United 


States study ing American labor sav­ 
ing devices and American methods 
o f production. 
Factory output 
in 
tin* United States is between 2 and 
3 times as much per man as it is in 
Europe. 
If, after the war, France 
can 
adapt herself 
to 
American 


methods, and French factories will 
at least double their productivity and 
France will be able to care for her 
war debts and grow 
richer at 
the 
same time. 
If Europe at large ,s 
to make a *peedy recovery from the 
war’s 
distress, 
the 
ex ample 
of 
France must be followed by all 
the 
countries alike. 
On Europe’s ability 
to copy American industrial methods 
therefore, depends the effect of the 
financial burdens which the war 
is 
fastening on the backs of the 
tax ­ 
pay ers. 
Prosperity is written in letters of 
gold across this country ’s financial 
record in 1915. 
Uncle Sam has al­ 
most half a billion dollars more of 
foreign gold than he had a y ear ago. 
American merchants have sold more 
goods abroad than ever before. 
The 
greatest ex ternal loan in history , the 
Anglo-French 
loan, was 
floated in 
1915. 
The market value of Ameri- 
ean securities appreciated something 
like two billion 
dollars in the 
12 
months. 
National banks have bigger 
deposits and larger reserves than at 
any time since this 
country 
was 
founded. 
A wave 
of 
speculation 
swept the country and permitted the 
New York Stock Ex change to close 
1915 with a boom 
as ex plosively 
right as 
the y ear’s beginning wa 
dull. 
Unsmirched by the failure of 
a single member, the 1915 record of 
the New York ex change is erowdc 
with stories of nevvlv made million­ 
aires and .-prinkled with fifty -mil- 
iion-"hare trading day s. 
More than 160,000,000 shares 
of 
locks were traded 
in during 
the 
y ear, representing 
an 
aggregate 
value of more than fourteen billion 
dollars; and nearly nine hunured mil­ 
lions worth of bonds. 
In 1914, only 
48,031,833 shares changed 
hand-*, 
representing lass than four 
billiqn 
dollars; and the bond business wa* 
only $440,438,600. 
The war caused 
the stock ex change to close

Uionths in 1914, which

plains the comparatively small busi­ 
ness.

The last 
of the three, charges him with sell- 
ing without a license and charges 
that on the same date he sold Har- 
vey Clark liquor in less than five 
gallon lots at a time and names the 
amount of three drinks for which 
Clark paid the sum of fifteen cents. 


The indictments against Sharp are 


similar. The first charges him with 
operating a place where intoxicating 
liquors were kept and sold. This in- 
dictment is drawn under the statute 
providing for "blind tigers" and un- 
der which the state has met with 
greatest success as far as convic- 
tions are concerned. 


The second 
indictment Charges 


him with unlawful sale on Sunday 
and the third charge is that he Sold 
Milton Wainscott six glasses of beer 
for the sum of thirty cents, the sale/ 
being alleged to have taken place on; 


Sunday, October 24, 1915. 


The Wainscott mentioned in the 


indictments is the same Wainscott 
against whom there is a charge of 
"bootlegging" pending in 
police 


court. 
He is waiting in jail for a 


trial. 
It will be recalled that the 


police raided the Wainscott home on 
Christmas eve and obtained seven 
quarts of whiskey. 
Wainscott was 


supposed to know more about the 
illegal sale of liquor than he would 
tell, and on the following day a raid 
took place at the Sharp meat market. 


It is believed that the six indict- 


ments against Wolter and Sharp are 
in some way connected with the ar- 
rest and holding of Wainscott. The 
surprising thing about the indict- 
ments is that the intoxicating liquor^ 
mentioned in the charges is named 
as beer and that it was bought by 
the drink. A keg party is intimated 
by close examination of the charges, 
The place is not named in th*

pecially is this true in dry goods 
and clothing stores and in 
other 


lines where there are a large number 
of articles to be taken. Some of the 
dealers employ additional help foi 
this purpose and complete the work 
in one day or even less time and pre- 
pare their 
statement-- 
later. 
Tht 


inventories arc usually taken aftei 
the holidays season as the stocks are 
lower than than at any other time 
of the year. 


Since tiie new income tax 
law 


went into effect some of the dealers 
who formerly took stock in Febru- 
ary have changed their fiscal years 
so 
it will close 
with the calendar 


year. 
By doing so they are saved 


the trouble of making an additional 
statement to the internal, revenue 
collector and tiie income tax blanks 
can be filled out from figures given 
by their invoicing sheets.

fiscal year of any corporation closes

rive. 
The spring lines are already

The 
public knows why the special prices 
are placed on goods following the 
inventory season and have become 
accustomed to look for the annua 
advertisements announcing the date 
of the sales and the- varieties that 
will be offered at bargain prices. 


The beginning of the fiscal year 


is an important time for most firms. 
It is then that they outline 
their 


plans for the coming .year. In case 
of corporations it is tlie'time when 
the annual reports are made con- 
cerning the business for the

year and the future plans of the firm 
are discussed while the stockholders 
are together.

To Pay Great Debt Of AH Nation 


By J. W. I. .MASON 
( Witttu f«r Halted **•*». J 


New York, Jan. 8.—At the close of 


1916 the war has c»st more than 
twenty-six -billion dollars, exceeding 
by five hundred million the total na- 
tional debts of the six principal be- 
lligerent powers when 
the conflict 


began. 
With the exception of about 


five million raised 
in 
the 
United 


Kingdom by taxation, practically all 
the expenses of the war have been 
met by 'borrowed money. 
The end 


of 1915 therefore, finds the fighting 
nations saddled with double the debt 
they had accumulated in all the csn 
turies preceding the outbreak of the 
war. 


In the early days of the war the 


most liberal estimate of its cost, in- 
cluding the destruction of property 
and the economic losses caused by 
casualties, was fifty million dollars 
per day. 
The actual expense now,

If, after the war, Fram-e 


can adapt kcrself 
to American 


methods, and French factories will 
at least double their productivity and 
France will be able to care for her

If* Europe at large is 


to make a speedy recovery from the 
war's 
distress, the

France must be followed by all the 
countries alike.

Each of the hundreds of volun- 


teer workers who would be employed 
in ^>uch a survey as that contempla- 
ted in this state 
would 
ascertain 


facts about country churches within 
the township or locality assigned te 
him, such as these, for 
example: 


Membership, Location, distance from 
another church, and nature of mem- 
bers (whether farm owners or ten- 
ants). These facts <rould be report- 
ed to a central office and assembled 
therb. 


The results shown then would be 


used as the basis for an educa- 
tional campaign to make churches 
extend their 
functions 
to include 


some of these interests: Federation 
of several churches 
in each com- 


munity good roads, 
public 
health, 


better farming with special stress on 
agricultural college extension work, 
co-operation among farmers for buy- 
ing, selling and producing, consoli- 
dated schools, public recreation and 
establishment of social and recrea- 
tional centers at churches. Country 
preachers are to be urged to educate 
themselves more thoroughly in 
the 


practical interests and needs of a 
community, without sacrificing pure- 
ly religious work. 


Among the results indicated by 


the incomplete rural churchi surrey 
in Ohio are these: Eighty-three per 
cent of the churches have, less than 
one hundred members and 21 per 
cent have less than 25. Only tme 


n 1C has an individual preacher and 


large proportion of preachers get 


about the same pay as a day labor- 
er. 
Less than 40 per cent of the 


rural population are church members. 
Only one-third 
are increasing 
in 


membership and one church in nine 
has been abandoned in recent years.
